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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This communication is in response to amendment filed on October 20, 2009. 
Claims 1-11 are cancelled. Claims 12-21 have been added. Claims 12-21 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 21 is a 
dependent claim of a cancelled claim (claim 10). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Independent claim 12 lines 13-14, claim 15 lines 13-15, and claim 20 lines 11-12 
disclose a query response transmitted from a name server to a control element of a first 
operator network. This limitation is not taught or disclosed in Applicant's specification. 
The specification's figure 1 and page 6 lines 16-20 disclose the query response is 
transmitted from a queried name server back to a querying server. The querying server, 
in turn, transmits the response to the control element. 
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Claims 13, 14, 16-19, and 21 are rejected for the same reason set forth in the 
parent claims. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 20 and 21 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited.
